Elmer Davis Tells: Sénate Group. Action 
Halts Music Necessary to Keeping of 
Audience by 150 Radio Stations. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (AP).— 
Elmer Davis, director of the Of- 
fice of War Information, told a 
congressional committee today that 
James C. Petrillo’s bar against mu- 
sical records and . transcriptions 
threatened the wartime national 
system of communication. 

Davis was the first witness be- 
fore a Senate Interstate Commerce 
subcommittee hearing called to de- 
termine the effect on public morale 
of the order by Petrillo, the presi- 
dent of the -Ameriean Federation 
of Musicians, forbidding union mu- 
'sicians to make records and tran- 
scriptions for radio stations and 
coin-operated phonographs. 

This order, Davis testified, had 
fhe effect of halting the making 
of records necessary to the keep- 


ing of audiences by upward of 150 
radio statians. 

“A policy which .threatens the 
continued existence of many -of 
these stations is injurious to the 
national system of communication, 
and. may seriously hamper the 
work for which this office (of War 
Information) was established, of 
informing the people about the 
status and progress of the war ef- 
fort and the: war policies, activi- 
ties and aims of this Government,” 
Davis asserted. . 

Petrillo has contended that. the 
use of “canned music” meant loss 
of employment for musicians, 

Davis said also he had been ad- 
vised the “juke box” playing of re-

Agencies to Determine 
Largest Army That Can

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (AP).— 


A Government attempt to deter- 
mine the future man power needs 
of both the armed forces and in- 
dustry was disclosed to Congress 
today amid indications that the ad- 
ministration soon would seek a na- 
national, service act to combat 
labor shortag 

Wendell « r of the 
War Production Board's labor di- 
vision, reported Government agen- 
cles were preparing a decision “on 
the largest and most efficient pos- 
sible army which can be fully serv- 
iced by those who are left outside 
the armed forces.” 

“Until that decision is made, twin 
dangers face the nation’s war ef- 
ministration soon would seek a 
fort,” he told the House Committee 
on Defense Migration. 

“On the oné hand,” Lund said, 
“workers may be taken out of jobs 
into the Army in such a way as to 
eripple production the armed forces 
need for their maximum efficiency. 
On the other hand, there is dan- 
ger that the armed forces may be 
denied the men they need to oper- 
ate the war machine.” 

“Until this decision is made,” he 
said, “the Selective Service and the 
War Manpower Commission are 
gravely hampered in their parallel 
responsibilities of manning the 
armed forces and industry.” 
Production to Exceed Goal. 

War Production Chief Donald 
Nelson said the output of War ma- 
terial in 1943 “would be much big- 
ger” than previous estimates of 
60 billion dollars, and declared that 
the country “now is on the big up- 
swing of production.” 

He told the committee that the 
country was approaching the “max- 
imum of production,” but later ex- 
plained that he meant to say that 
the time had arrived when WPB 
could make schedules for eventual 
miass production in a particular 
plant. 3 

He said he agreed with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s recent statement 
that at present the country was 
operating at 50 per cent produc- 
tion. 

Nelson said that production 
would begin in full flow in Janu- 
ary and February. 

“We are on the big upswing of 
production,”' he asserted, adding 
that the maximum “dictated by 
the amount you can get out of cer- 
tain materials” and also was gov- 
erned by other factors such as 
shipping.

Renewed American aerial assaults

The NLRB ruled that Western 
Cartridge had violated the . Wag- 
ner. Act by discriminatorily dis- 
charging William Elliott July 25, 
1941; by dominating and interfer- 
ing with the formation and ad- 
ministration of Western 
Employes’ Independent Union 
since July, 1937; and by generally 
interfering with its employes in 
their rights to join labor unions 
and bargain collectively. | 

At the same time, the NLRB re- 
gional office in St. Louis issued 
a complaint against the United 
States Cartridge Co., a subsidiary 
of the Western Cartridge Co., 
charging unfair practices at the 
St. Louis Ordnance Plant. 

The complaint in the latter case 


is based on charges filed by both, 


CIO and AFL unions; the charges 
specifically that the United States 
Cartridge Co. discharged two em- 
ployes because of membership and 
activities in two local unions; and 
that the company interfered with 
the right of its employes to organ- 
ize, by threatening discharge to 
employes joining the union, and by 
posting a notice prohibiting union 
solicitation of employes, 


Hearing of the complaint against. 
the United States Cartridge Co. is 
set for Oct. 5, and will be con- 
ducted by a trial examiner sent 
from Washington. 

In the Western Cartridge Co. 
case the NLRB order directed the 
company to cease giving effect to 
individual contracts with its em- 
ployes; to cease dominating the 
so-callel independent union; to 
cease recognizing that. union as a 
collective bargaining agency; and 
to cease giving effect *to agree- 
ments between “the company and 
that union, which date back as far 
as 1937, The.company was ordered 
to reinstate William Elliott with 
back pay since his discharge and 
post notices throughout its plant 
in East Alton informing its em- 
ployes of their rights under the 
Wagner act. 

The Labor Board’s finding was 
based on the record made at the 
hearing held in East Alton last 
December and January on charges 
filed by a number of AFL unions,

Ask for $100,000 More 
— Hospital Repair 
Work Not Included.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 17.— 
The deficiency needs of the various 
State institutions and departments 
to carry on their operations until 


the end of this year, which will be 
submitted to the Legislature if 
Gov. Forrest.C. Donnell decides to 
convene it in special session to 
provide additional appropriations, 
will total between $650,000 and 
$750,000, it was laerned yesterday 
afternoon. 

The Governor, who has had the 
matter under consideration for 
some time, said today he hoped to 
decide in a few days on calling the 
Legislature back. 

If a special session is called the 
State Budget Department plans to 
recommend an emergency appro- 
priation, aside from deficiencies, to 
permit immediate repair of hos- 
pital buildings built several years 
ago in the State’s 17 million dollar 
eleemosynary and penal building 
rehabilitation program. 

This repair recommendation will 
be for about $250,000, it was 
learned. This item would not be 
a deficiency, and would be in ad- 
dition to the Budget Department's 
estimate that the deficiency needs 
will tdtal between $650,000 and 
$750,000 

A aurvey of deterioration in hos- 
pital buildings at the State School 
for Feeble-minded at Marshall has 
been under way for some time.,. A 
preliminary survey of deterioration 
in State hospital buildings at 
Farmington was made several 
weeks ago and a similar inquiry 
into condition of hospital buildings 
at Fulton and Nevada has been 
held up by lack of funds. 

The list of probable deficiences 
in operations by the end of the 
year compiled by the Budget De- 
partment represents estimated 
needs of the institutions and de- 
partments, for the rest of the year, 
in excess of the appropriations au- 
thorized by the 1941 Legislature for 
the 1941-1942 biennium and ap- 
proved by Gov. Donnell. 

The items include the following: 
Penal institutions, $150,000 to $200,- 
000;  eleemosynary institutions, 
$145,000 to $200,000; State’s share 
of assessing and collecting the rev- 
enue in the counties, $175,000; ap- 
prehension of criminals, $10,000;

tional amendments in advance of 
the 1940 general election, $13,524;

WLB ACTS TO MAKE ‘LITTLE 
STEEL’ RULING INDUSTRY-WIDE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17. (AP). 
—The War Labor Board, acting 
to make its wage order in “little 
steel” effective industry-wide with 
a minimum of delay, asked 41 
steel companies today to submit 
their reasons, “if any,” within 10 
days why the decision should not 
be incorporated in their contracts 
with the CIO United Steel 
Workers. 
The “little steel” decision raised 
wages 5% cents an hour, retro- 
active to February, and imposed 
maintenance of membership and 
dues check-off provisions. The 
same order was issued in the case 
of five subsidiaries of the United 
States Steel Corporation, which 
balked chiefly at making the raise 
retroactive to Feb. 15. 

The board took its wunprece- 
dented action today at the request 
of the union, which has been at- 
tempting to negotiate contracts 
with these companies.

“Let 
them have a year, two or three 
years of training before they must 
fight. To do so increases their 
chances of survival by at least 50 
per cent and increases our chances 
of success from a big question 
mark to a certainty. 

“If we are going to need these 
young men in 1943, we need them 
even more today,” he declared. 
“If, as the President says, the 
Army cannot accommodate them 
until after the passage of a few 
months, then let the Army expand 
and make room for them.”

Find Out What’s Needed From the Man on 
the Job, “Then Open the Throttle,” 
Savs Rail Executive. | 


‘OMAHA, Sept. 17 (AP). — The 
nation’s new rubber administrator 
and the giant locomotives that 


$5500 |roar over the tracks of the rail- 


road he directs both have the 
power it takes to haul a tough 
load. William M. Jeffers, choice of 
President Roosevelt and War Pro- 
duction Chief Donald Neison to di- 
rect the rubber program, even 
looks like a locomotive. He is ‘big 
and husky. He weighs more than 
200. pounds and is just one inch 
under six feet. 

But 66-year-old Jeffers, who rose 
from a $15-a-month Union Pacific 


call boy to president of the rail-/ 


road in 1937, has never lost his 
touch with the man in overalls and 
they admire him for the way he. 
speaks for them. : 

He remarked *ecently that too 
many “society folks” were getting 
recognition in the administrative 
work of the Red Cross. He wrote 
National Red Cross Chairman Nor- 
man Davis that, if the Red Cross 
was to do its job, the people who 
eat in the kitchen must be per- 
mitted to take some of the bows 
along with the socialites. 

“The backbone of this democracy 
still eats in the kitchen,” he re- 
marked to Davis. The Red Cross 
chairman responded by calling on 
local chapters to give the working 
man more representation on ad- 
ministrative boards. 


“Little Fellows Are Big Men.” 


Conservative members of the 
Chamber of Commerce were sur- 
prised when Jeffers suggested “the 
little fellows, who in reality are the 
big men,” be given a part in Cham- 
ber activities. He purchased 10 
memberships in the Chamber for 
representative conductors, brake- 
men, engineers and other clerical 
and operations Union Pacific em- 
ployes. 

Bernard Baruch, in his report on 
the rubber situation, said that, un- 
less the needs were met, the coun- 
try faced military and civilian dis- 
aster. That’s another way of de- 
claring that unless the problem is 
solved, Hitler and his allies will 
win. But back in 1939 Jeffers was 
saying, “Hitler isn’t going to win 
this war and we should tell him 
we're going to see that he doesn’t 
win.” 

Jeffers’ comments brought: him 
hundreds of letters in bitter pro- 
test, but Jeffers stood his ground. 
He knew there was a war to win 
and America had a part to play in 
the victory. Now, given a job 
that may mean the difference be- 
tween victory and defeat, Jeffers 
plans to administer it in the same 
way he has handled many a tough 
assignment. In his own words: 

“When you want to find out 
what's going on, you go out and 
ride the rails. You talk to the 
man at the machine, the section 
foreman, the man who’s doing the 


job. I make it a practice to find 
out what's needed, then open the 
throttle.” 

Jeffers, born in North Platte, 
Neb., quit school when he was 14 
took a job ag cal] boy for the 
Union Pacific Railroad, Later he 
became a telegrapher and a clerk 
in the maintenance of way depart- 
ment. He became general manager 
in 1916 and one year later was 
named general superintendent. He 
was promoted to executive vice- 
president in 1932 and became pres~ 
ident in 1937. ; 

His Problems Are Many. 
The problems he must solve 
rubber administrator are many 
and technical. He must reorgan- 
ize, consolidate and administer all 
the efforts of the Government to 

alleviate the rubber shortage. 

He must work out a 100,000-ton 
increase in butadiene output to 
come into production in six 
months. He must direct building 
of facilities for production of 100 
million gallons of alcohol for use 
in the synthetic rubber program, 
He must boost synthetic rubber 
production to ths point where it 
will be possible to relax restric- 
tions on civilian driving. Above 
all, he must meet military needs. 

There was something typical of 
Jeffers in the way he told his wife 
about his new job.. In a telephone 
conversation from Washington, he 


‘| said: 


“Well, Lena, you’ve been wonder 
ing about what you were going to 
do about those tires on the car. 
I guess that’s going to be my wor- 
ry from now on.”

Resourceful Housewife Will 
Substitute Products With 
_ Same Food Value, 


Prospects_of meat rationing and| 


meatless meals to help the war 
program need not disturb the 
homemaker if she is resourceful. 
In fact, she. may welcome the 
chance to try new dishes. As a 
rule meat is a hearty dish around 
which the meal is built. When 
planning for meatless menus look 
for another food which “sticks 
with you.” . : 

Many people think first of pro- 
tein when they think of meat. It 
is true that meat is an excellent 
source of protein. In fact, half 
of the amount of protein we need 
is normally gained from meat and 
other animal sources, such as 
omg fish, eggs and milk prod- 
ucts, 


Protein Body Builder. 

Protein is a body builder. Most 
of our tissues, muscles and or- 
gans are made of protein. Children 
need protein for growth, and both 
children and adults need it to 
maintain their body tissues. 

However, meat has other food 
values besides its protein. It is a 
source of niacin, a member of the 
vitamin B family.. Niacin helps 
your nerves and digestion, makes 
for a healthy skin, and also does 
a lot to ward off pellagra. Another 
name for niacin is nicotinic acid 
(not the same as nicotine). Meat 
normally supplies more than half 
the total niacin which one gets in 
food. 

Thiamine, known as vitamin B1, 
riboflavin, still another B vitamin, 
and iron are three additional food 
values in meat. However, you do 
not depend on meat for these 
values to the same extent as for 
niacin. 

Niacin in Other Foods. 

The question for meatless menu 
planning is how to get these food 
values into the day's eating. One 
general rule to follow is, plan for 
variety. For instance, there is 
protein in food other than meats. 
Although the most efficient pro- 
tein comes from animal sources, 
you are not restricted to meats. 
Remember when meat is not avail- 
able, you.can get this efficient pro- 
tein from eggs, milk and cheese, 
— from poultry, fish and shell- 

s 

Vegetables, such as peas and 
beans, and particularly soybeans, 
give-you protein too. However, re- 
member that it takes more of the 
vegetable group, and in good va- 
riety, to equal any given amount 
of animal protein. Other sources 
of protein are nuts, peanuts and 
grains—especially whole grains. 

Grain Products. 

There is niacin in grain products, 
potatoes and green vegetables, and 
fruits as well as in meat. In the 
grain products group, whole wheat 
bread or cereals give you a particu- 
larly large amount of niacin. En- 
riched white bread and flour enter 
the picture, too, in giving you more 
niacin, 

It is not difficult to get thiamine 
in your day’s meals, even on days 
when you don’t eat any meat, if 
you eat plenty of wholegrain foods, 


fside from meat and grains, you |;7 
also get thiamine from potatoes, | 


the dry legumes, eggs and leafy 


green vegetables. Also from many 


fruits. 

As for riboflavin, good sources 
other than meat are milk products, 
eggs and grain products—especially 
whole grain cereals. You get some 
riboflavin from vegetables and 
fruits, too. 

You also obtain iron in many 
foods besides meat. Cereals are a 
good source of iron, and so is whole 
wheat flour. Dry legumes, eggs, po- 
tatoes, leafy green vegetables and 
fruits are additional sources of this 
food value. 

A Meatless Menu. 

By planning your menu carefully 
on meatless days, you can make 
sure that your family gets the right 
food value ‘and you can serve

One Is Former Army 
Colonel— Ring Report- 
ed to Have Sold Re- 

| caps as Used Casings. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17 (AP).—A 
former Army Colonel and four 
other men stood accused today of 
operating what the Government 
termed the largest tire-bootlegging 
ring in the nation organized to sell 
illegally recapped automobile tires. 
Three of the defendants are in 
custody and the other two were 
being sought today. 

’ United States Attorney Mathias 
F. Correa said the “black market” 
operators disposed of the tires by 


declaring them to be used, not re- 
capped, although ration certifi- 
cates are necessary for. the pur- 
chase of recapped tires, they are 
not needed for the sale of used 
tires. 

Correa said the ring operated by 
sending out circular letters to 
taxicab companies, trucking con- 
cerns and dealers in auto acces- 
sories in Virginia, Maryland, Ten- 
nessee, Washington, D. C., and 
New York. 

The three defendants arrested 
and arraigned in United States 
District Court were Leo Handler 
and Michael J. Cryne of Brooklyn 
and Richard Guest of Manhattan. 
Correa said Guest was a former 
confidence man convicted of mail 
fraud in 1934. He is wanted in 
Boston on another mail fraud 
charge. Each was held in $5000 
bail. 

Handler and Cryne waived hear- 
ings and Guest was to decide to- 
day if he wants a hearing prepara- 
tory to grand jury action. The 
other defendants are George A. 
Lynch of Freeport and Martin 
Mandell of Brooklyn. 

OPA officials said that the ring 
sold recapped tires at $17 to $50 
including recaps which before the 
war were worth no more than $6 
or $7. These prices were: well 
above ceilings. 

The defendants face a maximum 
penalty of two years imprisonment 
and a $10,000 fine each since they 
are charged with ordinary con- 
spiracy to violate the War Powers 
Act. 


NAZIS REPORTED TO HAVE SHOT 
ALL MEN IN 4 YUGOSLAV TOWNS 


LONDON, Sept. 17 (AP). — A 
Reuters news agency dispatch 
from Istanbul today quoted Bel- 
grade reports that the Germans 
had shot all the men in four Yugo- 
slav villages and-sent the women 
and children to concentration 
camps in reprisal for the blowing 
up of a German military train. 

The train, carrying troops and 
war supplies, wds blown up by 
Serbian irregulars on Sept. 10, it 
was stated, and many young offi- 
cers on their way to reinforce Mar- 
shal Rommel’s Africa Corps were 
killed.

— Ac- 
cording to a foreign diplomatic 
source the Russians, disappointed 
over the delay of Britain and the 
United States in establishing a 
second front, are pressing for such 
a diversion quickly. 

Moscow was said to hold the 
view that it not only is necessary 
to establish a second front in 1942 
but also that it is entirely feasible. 

(The source of this report can- 
not be named. But the nature of 
the source, plus its timing, lend 
renewed importance to what ap- 
pears to be merely a restatement 
of a position Russia has held for 
some time, but on which there has 
been less agitation since Prime 
Minister Churchill's recent visit to

Secretary of War Stimson report- 
ed today that the health of the 
Army*in this country was better 
than ever before during wartime, 
with fewer men admitted to hos- 
pitals or confined to quarters than | 
last year. 

“During 1941 and thus far in 
1942, the death rate has been the 
lowest in Army history, exclud- 
ing overseas and battle casualties,” 
he told a press conference. “This 
experience is more remarkable 
considering the rapid expansion of 
the Army.” 

Venereal disease is less than dur- 

ing the first World War, with 
the syphilis rate the lowest in 
Army history. 
More than half of the deaths 
to personnel in this country result- 
ed from such causes as traffic 
accidents.

time,” he recently informed me by letter. 


“You said that a 
majority of textbooks are padded 
and strung out for 600 or 700 
pages, when all the real ‘meat’ 
therein could be stated in less 
than 300 pages. I taught eco- 
nomics for 28 years, and though I 
liked the subject, I found a great 
many of the textbooks almost as 
bad as those you described. The 
pressure on college professors to 
turn out books is very heavy. For- 
tunately, I am now retired and it 
slides off. But one of the charges 
against me when I was teaching 
was that I didn’t do enough re- 
search and write enough books. 


I did do some authoring when I had something that really 
seemed worth while. But I never attempted to grind out a 
book each-year or two, for I feared the honest critic’s comment, 


‘Just another economics text.’ 


Save for current problems, there 


is not much for undergraduates that is new in economics. Keep 
hammering away at the inefficiencies in the colleges, Dr. Crane,

MY BROTHER IS also a professor of economics. He ob- 
tained his Ph.D. in that field while at Harvard. One of his 
famous teachers, Prof. Carver, informed his seminar of graduate

The pressure has even become so great, that now a dozen 
professors will band together and each write a chapter or two 
in a book. Thus, they can get their names on book covers with

adays our professors are so’concerned with grinding out printed 
uff, that they have often forgotten their primary purpose.

their dry ‘lectures.

in process of writing, that the students become bored. If you 
thihk I am too caustic in this indictment of college professors, 
ask Your sons and daughters who are now in the university.

Cookies for the Boys i in Camp

F Johnny can’t come home to the 
cookie box, then send the cookie 
box to Johnny. 

AHome-baked cheer for your sol- 
dier won't even strain the family 
ugar ration if you make good use 
of sugar substitutes such as honey, 
syrup and vitamin-packed fruits. 


Maple Nut Fingers. 


Maple Nut Fingers are good trav- — 


elers, provided they are packed 
firmly in a box and with plenty 
of waxed paper between the layers. 
Cream one-half cup fat with one- 
half cup sugar, add three eggs, 


bedten; one teaspoon vanilla and - 


one-third teaspoon salt. Beat well 
and add one-half cup maple syrup, 
one and one-half cups cake flour, 
two teaspoons baking powder and 
one-half teaspoon cinnamon. Beat 
two minutes and pour to about the 
thickness of an inch in shallow pan 
lined with waxed paper. Sprinkle 
top of batter with two-thirds cup 
nuts (shaved Brazils, pecans or 
walnuts), Bake 30 minutes in mod- 
erate oven (about 350 degrees). 
Cool and cut in bars. 


Lollypops. 

Lollypops will make a big hit. 
Cream two-thirds cup fat with one 
cup sugar (dark brown preferred), 
add one-third cup molasses, one 
and one-half teaspoons cinnamon 
and one-fourth teaspoon each 
cloves, nutmeg and salt. Stir in 
three beaten eggs, one cup chopped 
raisins, one cup chopped prunes 
and two-thirds cup broken nuts. 
Add one-fourth cup orange juice, 
four cups flour and one teaspoon 
each of soda and baking powder. 
Shape dough into a roll, wrap in 
waxed paper and chill 24 hours or 
longer. Cut off thin slices and 
bake 10 minutes in moderate oven 
on greased cooky sheets. 


Grandma’s Oatmeal Cookies, 


Cream one cup fat with two- 
thirds cup sugar until soft. Add 
one-half cup honey and one tea- 
spoon vanilla. Beat thoroughly. 
Stir in two eggs, beaten, one-third 
cup sour cream, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon cinnamon and 
one-half teaspoon mace. Add one 
and one-half cups uncooked oat- 
meal toasted a light brown by 
heating five minutes or so in 
shallow pan in moderate oven. Mix 
one cup chopped raisins, one cup 
chopped dried apricots, one-half 
cup each chopped candied cherries 
and pineapple, one _ tablespoon 
lemon juice and one-fourth cup 
chopped citron (optional).

Dip tomatoes into boiling water 
just long enough so the skins can 
be peeled off without leaving the 
fruit mushy. Skin carefully, to 
keep the fruit whole and smooth. 
Arrange tomatoes in layers with 
sugar between; pour corn syrup 
over the top. Cover and let stand 
at room temperature at least three 
or four hours. Drain off juice and 
place over heat. Add ginger roots 
which have been cracked with a 
hammer, and boil gently for 30 
minutes. Simmer sliced lemon for 
10 minutes in one-half cup water, 
or until rind is tender; then add 
water and all, to the syrup during 
the last 15 minutes boiling time. 

When syrup has cooked 30 min 
utes, add the tomatoes and simmer 
together 15 minutes longer. Now 
turn out into shallow pans and 
place in hot sunlight or close under 
a 100-watt electric light until the

tion. Thus to carry the age period 
to just after birth, medical science 
has practically eliminated “opthal- 
mia neonatorum,” the blindness of 
the newborn, in civilized countries. 
Whereas not so long ago there 
were blind asylums crowded with 
these victims, now the instillation 
of a weak solution of silver nitrate 
into the eyes of the child imme- 


diately after birth, to kill germs © 


that might have got in during the 


» passage down the birth canal, pre- 


vents this condition 100 per cent. 
* * * 

IN THE YOUNG adult period of 
‘life, prevention of industrial acci- 
dents to the eyes has been a great 
sight saver—how great we hardly 
can guess. Poor illumination too 
has been shown to be responsible 
for much eye fatigue and this has. 
been largely corrected. 

Coming to middle age there are 
very few people who escape a visit 
to the eye specialist, for “presby- 
opia,” the blurred vision that re- 
sults from a hardening and lack 
of elasticity of the crystalline lens. 
Perhaps the patient is depressed 
by this event. “This is the begin- 
ning of old age,” he says. He jokes 
about it, but he isn’t very happy. 

Dr. Post thinks people at about 
the age of 40 should be prepared 
for the spectacle epoch, to soften 
the jar when it comes, There are 
plenty of good things about the 
eyes after 50 and this -epochal 
event is relatively unimportant. 

The modern man or woman 
should think also about the bless- 
ings that modern optics has given 
them. Not so long ago the science 
of spectacle-making was still in its 
journeyman stage and people from 
50.on put up with glasses that 
gave them any old kind of vision. 

= = * 

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN among 
his other practical blessings to hu- 
manity invented bifocal spectacles 
and that was not so long ago. 

Samuel Pepys closed his diary 
because he thought he was going 
blind, when it was only that he 
was nearing the age of 40: but in 
his day spectacles were few and 
far between, and eye-glass fitting 


had never been considered by scien- - 


tific men. 

To summarize—for the health 
of the eyes everyone needs a doc- 
tor’s attention at the time of his 
birth, and again between the ages 
of 6 and 10 when the demands of 
school bring out small ocular de- 
fects, and then not again as a rou- 
tine measure unless some bad luck 
comes along until the age of 40,

The three spade contract was de- 
feated 800 points. West opened a 
heart, and declarer was so quickly 
shortened in the trump suit that 
he eventually lost control of the 
hand. 


South’s bidding was typical of 
that vast body of players who 
“can’t see the forest for the trees.” 
All South knew was that he had a 
good hand with the highest rank- 
ing suit. He could continually out- 
bid the opponents’ hearts at the 
same level and felt that, because 
diamonds or clubs would require a 
full additional bid, there was no 
sense mentioning them. 


This is the sort of philosophy 
that costs an incalculable number 
of points.’ When South decided to 
use the “edge” that possession of 
the spade suit gave him, to bid 
two spades, he trapped himself ir- 
revocably. Now, when the three 
heart bid came from East, South 
was in ea position of having to 
guess the proper action. Obviously, 
he could have doubled the oppo- 
nents, but not knowing about 
North’s singleton spade, he could 
not be-at all sure of defeating the 
three heart contract. 

The bidding had gone off the 
track, so far as the North-South 
team was concerned, on the second 
round. South most certainly should 
not have bid two spades, he should 
have doubled two hearts. This dou- 
ble would not be for penalties un- 
less North chose to “convert it” by 
the simple expedient of passing. 
Actually, of course, North’s hand 
would have called for a three dia- 
mond response and then, even 
though East raised hearts, South, 
in the knowledge that his partner 
had a five card diamond suit (oth- 
erwise he would have bid two 
spades or passed the double of two 
hearts) could safely raise dia- 
monds.

Teacher's Spiritual Preparation

XPERIENCED teachers pre- 
EF pare themselves for the day’s 
work. They think about each 
child, what he can do, what he is 
ready to do, what he needs to do 
and what he needs for the doing. 


This is not a matter of preparing | 


the lesson in the subject called for 
by the Course, but a matter of in- 
sight to the inner child: 

Teaching is not a matter of con- 
veying knowledge, but the power 
to cause a child to develop what 
power he has hidden within him. 
‘eaching is not a matter of an 
adult dictating to‘a child, but the 
communion of an enriched mind, 
a mature mind, with a budding 
one. 

It is well to be prepared in 
subject matter. Knowledge in any 
form is potential power and it 
may, if wisely managed, create 
wisdom, but it is not the begin- 
ning and the end of teaching. It 
is a by-product. The real end of 
a!l teaching is spiritual growth. 
For that result, spirit must speak 
to spirit, thought meet thought. 
The mird of the teacher merges 
with that of the taught and there 
is a rew birth of spirit in both. 

For this work the teacher needs 
spiritual preparation. There must 
be a dedication of self to the task, 
a consecration for the duty.
